along to others, and which may profitably be acted upon by 
people of small or moderate means from one end of the coun- 
try lo the other. This was to invest their money in the sav- 
'ine-s banks or-building and loan associations, where it will be 
positively safe, and to let stocks and other speculative securi- 
ties alone. 
. 
There are many people in the country today -who have been 


made painfully aware by personal experience of the correct- 
ness of President Hyde's view of this matter,-people who il 
they had placed their money in the savings banks instead ol 
investing it in stocks in the hope of larger returns would have 
had.itnow, with increase according to the time it had lam on 
deposit. There are persons in practically every community 
who have had that bitter experience, and yet the foolish prac- 
tice of seeking investments that will yield large returns goes 
on while the savings banks with their modest rates of interest, 
but absolute security, are passed by, in many instances to the 
loss and sorrow of those who take this course. 


In these days of "big business" people even of limited 


means are led to despise' small things and lo look upon the 
savings bank with its modest interest rate as old-fashioned and 
small. They aspire lo bigger tilings' and make investments 
which they foolishly imagine will,«iake,them rich, but wind 
in far too many instances rob them of the'little they had. 
: 


This is a matter of common knowledge, yet the risky prac 


tice goes on in spite of such warning as is voiced by.Presiden 
Hyde and the bitter experiences that have come under th 
observation of almost every one, if not directly home. Th 
savings bank is one of the best friends of the man ot smal 
income or limited means. It is safe and sure, and compoun 
,nlerest, though the rate be small, runs up faster than mos 
people imagine who have not had the experience of drawm 
or paying compound interest.
